-first-trip abroad,”: writes-Our correspond- 


ent, “J must confess I felt very strange 


\Upon my first landing: in this country, 


and I still do somewhat, The pio- 
turesque aspect of the rural districts 
struck my mind: most ; perhaps to the 
absence of such scenery in Hongkong, or 
in the parts of China which I have fre- 
quented, is mainly due the peculiar im- 
pression theso pleasing country scenes 
made on my migd. . . I was, however, 
very greatly interested in the magnificent 
spectacle of tho Niagara Falls, the grand 
character of which, and of the surround- 
ing country, .can ‘only be realised by a 
personal view. Then the suspension 
bridge, 800 feet long, “struck. me as a 
very wonderful accomplishment,” Tho 
members of the Mission appear to have 
travelled about more than might. have 
been anticipated since their arrival in 
the States, On the 15th September the 
Mission was staying at Hartford, Con- 
necticut, where our correspondent found 
his ‘life rather “ monotonous,” Since 
then, however, most of the members 
have proceeded to Washington, and ac- 
cording to latest newspaper advices are 
having a rather lively time of it in that 
city, 


The same correspondent also réports a 
considerable agitation in diplomatio cir- 
cles on account of the action of the Bri- 
tish Minister respecting -quarantine, 
The details of thia squabble are go inte-, 
resting, and evidently come from such a 
friondly and unprejudiced writer, that 
wé will quote them in full: ~ . 

In consequence of a slight visitation of 
cholera lust year, the Japanese government 
arranged for full precautions, and proposed 
tointroduce necessary quarantine provisions 
early this summer. ‘ibe British Minister 
dcclares that to preserve the trading in- 
teresta of his country, regulations must be 
framed according to his suggestions, or he. 
will resist and defy them. . Representatives 
of most othor nations are indignant, and 
the courso of the British Envoy is.frecly. 
condemned. The. Japanese government is 
warmly: supported by the United. States 
and Russian Legations, . 2

NEWS FROM HAINAN, 

We have fuller news than that givon last 
night from a Chinoso Fource, concerning the 
Bokka rising in Hainan. These agrarian 
troubles appear to have commenced at 
Tam-chow, a town-on the western aéabord 
of the Inland about 00 miles from Kinng- 
chow, where the Hakkas have risen,-and 
after having captured the town, massacred 


men, Wamoen, and obldren indiscriminately. 
Four hundred brayeg were sent from Kinng- 
chow, the capital, with arme and. ordera to 
suppress the insurreotion ; but the Hakkas, 
having heard ofthe approach of this small 
force, caught-the braves in an ambuscade 
and utterly routed them, After this success, 
the rebels marched upon Lin-kag, a town 
on the coast line in the direction of the 
capital, and having taken possoseion of the 
place, repeated the scones of murder and 
cruelty enacted at Tam-ohow, The rebels 
then resumed their march ‘in the direction 
of Kiung-chow, and had reached within 100 
i (say 80. miles) of the capital—which they 
were threatening: to attaok—when, hearing 
that H.M.S, Kestrel was in that-neighbour- 
hood, they turned and attacked another 
city—probably Cheng-mai,.as it is on their 
route~with the apparent intention of re- 
turning to Kiung-chow as soon as the coast 
was clear. By the lateat advices, about 
the 28th ultimo, the rebels wore aaid to bo 
8000 strong, while 2000 would probably be 
nearer the truth ; and it is fully expected 


that the capital will be ultimately attacked,"

IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION. 


(Before His Honor James Russell, Esq, 
Acting Pulsne. Judge.)

“Ip Chang.-Ti v. Tang Hung, $500.—This 
was‘a claim to.recover damages for the loss 
of a .cargo-boat, which it was alleged was 
lost-owing to's breach of contract on the part 
of the detendant. , . 

Mr Holmes appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr Dennys for the defendant, 

Mr Holmes said that the plaintiff was the 
owner of. a cargo-boat (No. 8), and on the 
8th October last, it wos a very-rough day, 
and the defendant, who is owner of a steam- 
launch called the Wing Ching, entered into 
a contract to tow the plaintiff's" boat to 
Tung Lung Chow: (Hast Point), and he 
received the money ($5) at the time the con- 
tract was made.’ Ihe launch towed the 
boat for some distance, from off the P, & 0. 
Whart to near the French Mail buoys, and 
he then let the rope go. ‘The detendant 
called out let go, but plaintiff did not, and the 
defendant then said ‘If you will not let go 
I shall cast you off,” and he did so, leaving 
the boat at the mercy of tho waves. The 
boat drifte’ down on top of a buoy anda 
hole was Knocked into her, but the crew 
were saved, The contract was entered into 
at 8o’clock in the morning, and the boat 
was let go.about 11 o'olock, —s 
| Mr Holmes submitted that the boat was 
loaf through the wilful act of the defendant 
or his agent, the master of the launch. 

Mr Dennys ssid he was not aware of a 
contract having being entered into, 

Mr Holmes said it was entered into with 
the. master. 2 

Mr Dennye submitted that there was no 
contract whatever. The fact was, he said, 
that the launch was towing about nine Fo- 
kieness boats, and the plaintiff, whose boat 
was of the P, & O, Wharf, wanted. the 
launch to tow him. Tho master of the 
launch refused, when one of the men belong- 
ing to the cargo-boat jumped overboard, and 
pwam to the launch with a rope and mado it 
fost to the launch, The defendant then 
allowed him to make fast. When they got 
about half-way across the Harbour the rope, 
which belonged to the plaintiff, broke. 

Mr Dennys: submitted that thero was no 
contract to tow, and if His Lordship should 
think there was en implied contract, he 
should set up a defence that stress of 
weather prevented ite fulilment, 

Evidenge was called on ‘both eidesj and 
the cate was then adjourned until Monday;
